Reconstruction completed 

Reconstruction of tiiis application has been completed and this application is now 
an electronic application review-able by applicant on PAIR.

Response to Arguments in Appeal brief 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see appeal brief, filed 2-3-04, with respect to 
claims rejected have been fully considered and are persuasive. All rejections of the 
previous office action have been withdrawn. The appeal filed 2-3-04 is considered moot. 

Election/Res trictions 

2. As response to petition filed 2-3-04, claims previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. The petition filed 2-3-04 is considered 
moot. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 5-30-03 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
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requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.
